Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5, 7-8 and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Van Arnam. See Fig. 3. See explanation in paper no. 5. 

In re newly added claim 16 see Van Arnam, column 1, lines 56-59, and U.S. Pat. 
3.712,706 to Stamm, column 3, lines 47-48. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Van Arnam in 
view of admitted prior art, U.S. 5,558,740, disclosed on page 12, first paragraph, of the present 
application. See explanation in paper no. 5. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Van Arnam in view 
of Walter. See explanation in paper no. 5. 

6. Claims 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stamm. 
Stamm appears to meet the claimed invention. 
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Argument 

Applicants have traversed the above rejections of claims 1-8 and 15-16 by arguing that the 
Examiner's calculations are incorrect. The Examiner disagrees. In column 1, lines 56-59, Van 
Arnam discloses that "U.S. Pat. 3,712,706 to Stamm, which is incorporated herein by this 
reference ..." And Stamm, in Fig. 10B, shows that the center-to-center spacing between the apices 
of adjacent cube corner prisms is equal to 2h/3, where h is the altitude of window or the size 
along the side of the base of the pyramids. Thus, from the teaching of Stamm the center-to-center 
spacing between the apices of adjacent cube corner prisms disclosed in Van Arnam is about 
2*0.003/3 = 0.002 to about 2*0.015/3 = 0.01.
